“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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THE FOUNDATION OF GOD STANDETH SURE 


Text, “If the foundations be destroyed, 
what can the righteous do?” Psa. 11:3. 

No doubt David was aroused out of 
sleep as God troubled his heart by allow- 
ing him ro behold the terrible times we 
are entering. David saw the things as we 
see them now and further. Old Russia on 
entering her ten-year period of modern- 
ism (godliness) began to excavate and 
plant high explosives beneath her cathed- 
rals and churches of orthodox religion, 
bringing them to the ground in chaos and 
ruin, then building on the same material 
foundation communist halls of amuse- 
ment. Their motto is, “First destroy the 
material foundation and the destruction 
of the spiritual will follow.” 

I remember during the World War, as 
I happened to be in Siberia, Russia, for a 
time, at Vladivostok, there, as in most or 
all provincial cities, the municipal laws 
were financed and ruled by some indi- 
vidual.

The very in- 
fluence and its effects that I saw there I 
see here every day, everywhere. 

Yes, truly the mystery of iniquity doth 
work, Just yesterday I met a precious boy 
whom the Church of God knows well 
most everywhere. He said, “Brother 
Smith, I’m gone. Pray for me,” and I beg 
now. that you too pray for him. Yes, the 
spirit of modernism, communism, Russia, 
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hell, is overpowering our young people 
whose talent God needs—talent and soul 
together it seems are to leap off into the 
bowels of despair. God, help! 

Then came Mussolini, the man froin 
nowhere, who rules with an iron heel of 
autocracy, who destroyed in Ethiopia all 
foundations of the religion of rhe Ethiop- 
ians. I’d rather die on the hot sands of 
Ethiopia with the nation in their religious 
rites dancing around me with their tom- 
toms than to risk the hope of my destiny 
in Rome. 

And then appeared Hitler in his role 
of purging, destroying every hope of di- 
vine order that might obstruct or count- 
eract his plans of selfishness. Cold-blooded 
murder he did to rid himself of the fear 
of foreign blood. 

And here is a thought for us. We who 
are looking for the soon coming of our 
King, let us have this hope, purify 
(purge) ourselves even as he is pure. 1 
John 3:3. 

Destruction, destruction from whence 
do you come? As poor blood-stained Spain 
continues in her bloody revolution, being 
aggravated and instigated by every foul 
spirit in Europe, she will Jand in hell with 
all the nations who have forgotten God. 

Now we see China, the oldest nation 
in the world, making a last stand before 
the ushering in of Antichrist, to thwart 
off the purpose of Japan to kill her spirit 
of dominion, to bring her into subjec- 
tion.

‘All sick people that were taken 
with divers diseases and torments, with 
devils, and those which were lunatick, and 
those that had the palsy; and he healed 
them,” Matt. 4:24. 

“Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and 
today, and forever,” Heb. 13:8. 

“The Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slackness,” 
2 Peter 3:9. 

In St. John He has promised us that if 
we will believe on Him, the works He 
has done we can do also. One thing that 
He did was heal all manner of diseases 
and sickness, then He said if we would 
believe that in His name we could lay 
hands on the sick and they would recover. 
Mark 16:16-18. This is His promise to 
us and He is not slack concerning His 
promise.

I call to the minds of the readers a 
piece I had in the Evangel Feb. 15, 1936, 
entitled “Go Ye.” In this testimony I 
testified to God giving me the gift of 
healing in 1929.

not, that we may find out why you were 
not healed. There may still be a chance: 
for you to be healed. Let me hear from 
you in Jesus’ name. All who wish to send 
handkerchiefs or clothes to be anointed 
for your healing, get rid of your pills, 
meet conditions, and send self-addressed, 
stamped envelopes for return. If you will 
not do what I ask you to do to be healed, 
do not expect to be healed. Jesus required 
the people to do certain things to be 
healed and they were healed, so must I 
require it in His name that the sick may 
be healed. ‘“‘Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and today, and forever.” I request 
the prayers of all the righteous who read 
this, that I may be found faithful.—

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The End of the World 
“And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples came unto him priv- 
ately, saying, Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be the sign of 
thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?” Matt. 24:3. 


The Revised Version says the end of 
the “age.” So many in studying this 
scripture think that Jesus had reference 
to the end of the world or the time after 
the white throne judgment when the 
earth shall be refined by fire, but we are 
sure that Jesus had reference to the end 
of the age when all things pertaining to 
the salvation of the people and the mak- 
ing ready for the thousand years’ reign 
shall be accomplished. The disciples asked 
Him a twofold question. In the Gospe! 
of Luke there is recorded only one ques- 
tion, Luke 21:7, ““And they asked hii, 
saying, Master, but when shall these 
things be? and what sign will there be 
when these things shall come to pass?” 
We are sure that Luke’s question here re- 
fers to the destruction of Jerusalem in 
70 A. D. The questions in Matthew refer 
to the future and what will immediately 
precede the coming of the Son of man at 
the end of the church age. 


It is imperative that we should have 
some clear understanding as to what the 
words mean, “the end of the world.” We 
find this in the Authorized Version. We 
believe this version one of the best trans- 
lations but we think that it would be bet- 
ter to say the end of the age because we 
feel that Jesus is referring here to the dif- 
ferent dispensations. First, the church age 
of the Church and the tribulation week 
will close when Jesus comes to reign a 
thousand years. To the Jews these words 
in Matthew have a very special meaning. 
When Jesus sent the disciples out to 
preach the kingdom, they of course 
thought that the gospel was only to the 
Jews, Later the Gentiles received the Gos- 


pel and that time or period for the special 
blessings to the Gentiles. commenced. 

In the Book of Daniel we find so many 
times the expression “the end” or “the end 
shall be.” In Dan. 8:19 you will find 
these words, “For at the time appointed 
the end shall be.” Daniel in his vision 
saw seventy weeks determined upon God’s 
people the Jews. From verse 15 to the 
conclusion of chapter 8 he is giving some 
prophecy concerning the Antichrist and 
his power and deception and he uses this 
expression, “the time appointed to the 
end.” Of course this vision deals strict- 
ly with the Jews. Dan. 9:2-26 includes 
Daniel’s prayer and confession, and in his 
prayer he mentions the covenant that God 
had made with His people. In verse 24 
he explains what the angel had told him 
concerning the seventy weeks. In the lat- 
ter part of verse 26 he uses these words, 
“and the end thereof shall be with a 
flood, and unto the end of the war deso- 
lations are determined.” This is the only 
part of his explanation that includes the 
Gentiles or the church age. All of Dan- 
iel’s prophecy is concerning the restora- 
tion of the Jews to their home land at 
that time, and it deals extensively with 
the tribulation week which will finish up 
the Jewish age and sufferings. 

In Dan. 11:27 he explains the mis- 
chief and the plotting against God’s peo- 
ple in the tribulation week, and in the 
latter parr of the verse he uses these 
words, “But it shall not prosper: for yet 
the end shall be at the time appointed.” 
Now this refers to the sufferings and af- 
flictions that the Jews will undergo dur- 
ing the tribulation week. In verse 35 he 
tells how some of understanding _ shall 
fall, to try them, and to purge, and to 
make them white, even to the time of the 
end: because it is yet for a time ap- 
pointed, While the Jews suffered many 
things and after they rejected Christ the 
enemy seemed to have full sway, manv 
of them were killed, and for almost two 
thousand years they have been wandering 
through the Jand, but there are yet many 
things that they will have to suffer for 
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the cause in the tribulation week which is 
set forth in Dan. 9:27. 

In Matt. 24 Jesus is telling His disci- 
ples about the things that shall be and we 
are sure that this chapter deals mostly 
with the sufferings and afflictions of the 
Jews. Jesus describes the awful times and 
tells so many things that will happen but, 
He says “the end is not yet.” Many people 
misconstrue at least the latter part of this 
chapter and think that all these afflic- 
tions and persecutions belong to the 
church age which will end when Jesus 
comes to catch away the Church. 1 
Thess. 4:13-16. How different will be 
the days of Jewish tribulation from the 
times of the Gentiles or the Christian per- 
secutions of our day. The Jews have al- 
ready received their first tribulation and 
martyrdom but when Jesus comes to raise 
the dead in Christ and catch away those 
who are ready then the tribulation week 
will begin and it will be a time of deal- 
ing strictly with the Jews. There will be 
2 remnant of the Gentile Christians who 
are not ready to meet Jesus but at His 
coming to catch away His people they 
will become intensely interested and will 
seek the Lord until they receive the Holy 
Ghost and they will witness for Jesus and 
also die for the cause. But the main tribu- 
lation week will be for the sealing of the 
Jews and their final restoration and re- 
building of their temple. The main perse- 
cution will be to the Jewish nation. 

It is often thought that Matt. 24:13 
refers to the salvation of the soul but 
this we are sure refers to the final tri- 
umphant and blessings of the Jews and in 
the main this verse is to the Jewish rem- 
nant at the close of the church age. It 
will be those who endure and take their 
stand for God and Christ for they will 
have accepted Christ as their Savior at the 
middle of the tribulation week and at 
the latter part of Matt. 24 we are sure 
that this is exclusively to the Jews. V. 
21, “For then shall be great tribulation, 
such as was not since the beginning of 
the world to this time, no, nor ever shall 
be.” 

The Jews are now gathering back to 
their home land and while we believe God 
is aiding them in this great effort, we 
are sure that they will not receive His 
favor and blessing in its fullness until 
after the rapture. After the rapture these 
Jewish disciples will be the heralds of the 
gospel of the kingdom, 

V. 14 we are sure has been misapplied 
so many times. “And this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world for a witness unto all nations; and 
then shall the end come.” Many people 
have taught and are teaching that before 
Christ comes the heathen nations will 
have to be evangelized and not until they 
all hear the gospel will the responsibility

Christian Holiness 

God requires holiness of heart and life 
of all who would worship Him. “Oh 
worship the Lord in the beauty of holi- 
ness: fear before him, all the earth,” Psa. 
96:9. 

How few believe in real holy living. 
What pitiful excuses men give for disbe- 
lieving or rejecting such a life. Perhaps 
the most common is, ““We just can’t live 
it.” But according to God’s Word none 
but the “pure in heart” will see Him. 
Matt. 5:8; Heb. 12:14. 

1. Let us remember that salvation in 
its every degree or stage is “of grace.” 
“By grace ye are saved.” If a man were 
left to save himself in the smallest de- 
gree, he would have a hopeless task. But 
he could as easily make his own heart as 
white as snow as he could blot out his 
smallest sin. He could do neither, but Je- 
sus can do both and he can do the second 
as easily as the first. “The blood of Je- 
sus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin,” 1 John 1:7. He is “able to save to 
the uttermost” all who come unto Him. 
Heb. 7:25. 

To be cleansed and purified from all 
sin is an experience to be received and en- 
joyed in this life. God’s oath to Abraham 
is “that we being delivered out of the 
hand of our enemies might serve him 
without fear in holiness and righteous- 
ness before him all the days of our life,” 
Luke 1:73-75. “And that ye put on the 
new man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness.” Eph, 4: 
24. “Elect . . . through sanctification 
of the Spirit unto obedience and sprink- 
ling of the blood of Jesus Christ.” 1 
Peter 1:3. Jesus loved us, and washed us 
from our sins in his own blood.” Rev. 
1:5. Thus He wills and has provided this 
experience for all believers. 

3. This experience is received through 
faith in the blood of Jesus. It is thus by 
a definite, deliberate act, on the part of 
the believer, choosing and appropriating 
the promises of God. Men are not acci- 
dentally good or holy, but if they are so, 
it is because they have chosen to be so, 
they are made so through terms laid down 
in God’s Word. “Sanctify them through 
thy truth, thy word is truth,” John 17: 
17. 

4. There is a necessary developing 
and perfecting in the life of holiness as 
indicated in 2 Cor. 7:1. “Let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear 


of God.” That men do not “go on unto 
perfection” is no argument against the 
truth, for there stands God’s Word: 

“That the man\of God may be per- 
fect,” 2 Tim. 3:17. 

Prayer for God’s people to stand per- 
fect and complete in his will. Col. 4:12. 

Jesus commanded, “Be ye _ therefore 
perfect,” Matt. 5:48. 

Paul labors and strives to present ev- 
ery man perfect in Christ, Col. 1:28. 

5. Holy men and women have always 
been the objects of Satan’s rage.

6. The portion of the saved, Jesus said, 
is to be an “inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith that is in 
me,” Acts 26:18. God called His people 
holy in Bible times. Isa. 62:12; 1 Thess. 
5:27; Heb. 3:1. We have the same right 
to be called holy as they, if we live the 
life which He demands of us, and for 
which He has made full provision. 





“For the Son of man shall come in the 
glory of his Father with his angels; and 
then he shall reward every man accord- 
ing to his works,” Matt. 16:27. The 
faithful in Christ receive a great reward 
for a small amount of work. 





Four 
things are outstanding: 

1. The fight, no victory without a 
fight. 

2. The absolute certainty of victory. 

3. The Lord’s presence and place in 
the battle.

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News from the Mission Field

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A LETTER FROM INDIA 
Beloved Co-workers: 


Though we have been writing report 
letters often to our most interested co- 
workers, we have not sent out a circular 
letter since October, 1934, and regret 
that we have been hindered from doing 
so for there has been much of interest 
to write of what the Lord is doing, tor 
which we praise Him. 


You remember our writing about the 
great persecution at Noornad out-station; 
of crops being taken from John by the 
Hindus, etc. In answer to prayer things 
quieted down there for a time, and more 
came out of Hinduism. We now have five 
families from Hinduism and two from the 
Syrians in our fellowship there. For about 
four months now our converts at Noor- 
nad have been suffering much, some hav- 
ing been severely beaten and stoned and 
some driven from their homes for fear. 
Some who desired to stay at home could 
stand it no longer, so went to places 
where there are more Christians. Two 
adults and two children came to head- 
quarters. 


Just lately, the Hindus in broad day- 
light, pulled up four acres of John’s 
tapioca (all he possessed), took it down 
the river and sold it, keeping the money 
for themselves. Our poor people were 
afraid to go out of their houses after dark 
for fear of being killed. They were starv- 
ing because their cultivation was taken 
away. One brother who is fearful has 
gone back but he said to one of our work- 
ers who met him, “Do not misunderstand 
me. Out of fear I yielded to the Hindus 
and they took me to their temple. I sim- 
ply went there but did not worship their 
idols . . . Tama Christian at heart .. . 
I am praying as usual and repeating the 
Bible verses I know ..... Please pray 
so that I may get strength and boldness 
to stand these tests.” 


Hearing of how these poor people were 
being persecuted, we asked for special 
prayer for them. As the result of con- 
tinual and united prayer, the Lord, in a 
marvellous way, put a sudden end to all 
the trouble, and our people are now able 
to live and worship in peace and safety. 
We have bought a plot of ground in this 
vicinity and are looking to the Lord for 
about $50.00 to erect a small chapel on 
it. Will you not help us pray this amount 
in? 


Our Bible School began in May and we 
have nearly 40 students. One has received 





the baptism of the Holy Spirit and some 
have been saved since the school started. 
Among the students is Esther, sister of 
John of Noornad. She has learned to read 
well now and is a bright student of the 
Word, She is being trained as a_ Bible 
woman ‘and is already witnessing boldly 
for the Lord, giving stirring testimonies. 


Mary Sebastian is another student, a 
convert from Roman Catholicism; one 
who was about to go and become a nun, 
but came to us instead about a year ago. 
She has received the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit and has been working for the Lord 
as a Bible woman during the interim since 
last year’s Bible School. Her sister Grace 
is a first year student. She has received 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit and God 
has definitely called her to His service. 


We also have a Bible class of 15 at 
Anyalathanum out-station. One of the 
teachers here is Markus, one who has had 
training in our Bible School at head- 
quarters. We are here giving a description 
of how he came into the Pentecostal way: 


Markus, as a young man was disobedi- 
ent to his parents and not only gave trou- 
ble to them but to the neighbors also. He 
would go out nights to steal and he was 
also a witchcraft man. Eight years ago 
during a big revival here which began at 
Poovathoor out-station, after weeks of 
prayer, a young man was saved. He held 
meetings at Kaviyoor and Markus’ moth- 
er and sisters went to these meetings even 
though Markus objected to their going. 
There they were saved and they began to 
pray for the salvation of Markus. 


After a few days he became very sick. 
He was suffering such pain in his head 
that he was like a madman and he even 
thought of putting an end to his life. 
Blood was coming from his ears. At the 
suggestion of his mother he decided to go 
to a meeting where prayer w1s made for 
the sick. He waited in a room till the 
meeting was over, then the evangelist 
came with others to pray for him. As 
they prayed the devils whom he was wor- 
shipping began to throw him down and 
he was rolling on the ground. He was 
screaming so loudly that the evangelist 
had to leave the room for a time. Then he 
returned and prayed for him and the 
Lord healed, praise His name. As a re- 
sult of his healing he left the old life and 
turned to the Lord. He burned al! tlie 
witchcraft books and other writings that 
he had in his possession. He was baptized 
in water and has been witnessing for the 


Lord since. 
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He has been in our Bible School and we 
often spoke to him about receiving the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit for we knew 
that he would become a more useful 
worker if he had the anointing. He knew 
it too and was seeking. Praise the Lord, 
during some speciai meetings in his As- 
sembly last year, he was filled with the 
Holy Spirit ind gave such a glowing tes- 
timony. He is a very bright student of 
the Word. 


There was a Bible class at Madura for 
one month. Madura is in the Tamil coun- 
try where work opened up to us about a 
year 1go and where we have several out- 
stations now. At Madura the saiats have 
lately erected a temporary meeting place 
with money raised chemseives mostly, we 
giving only about one-fifth of the 
amount. Owing to municipal restrictions, 
this shed can only be used for six months. 
We are therefore looking to the Lord to 
supply the means ro erect a nice church 
in this large and needy town of Madura. 
Will you not join us in prayer that means 
and workers may be supplied for this 
great field? 

Now comes word from one of our 
workers who has been led to go to the 
Telugu field. He has found a number 
who have received the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit there but are fearful about 
coming out openly for the truth as they 
hold positions with a mission there and 
would have no means of supporting their 
families should they leave. There are great 
opportunities in this vast Telugu field 
but workers and funds are needed. Will 
you please take this work also upon your 
hearts and pray that we may be given the 
needed strength to work not only in 
Travancore but also in these new fields 
opened to us? The Lord’s coming is so 
very near. May He stir us up to pray 
more for revival and that His bride may 
make herself ready for His soon coming. 


You will rejoice to hear that during 
1935, 234 followed the Lord in water 
baptism and in 1936, 202. Some of the 
Bible students and others are ready for 
baptism now. We praise God for the in- 
crease but long to see greater results. We 
must see more accomplished as we con- 
tinue to hold on in earnest _ prevailing 
prayer. We do appreciate so much the 
loving interest of those who are helping 
us to bear the burden of the work by 
prayers and gifts. The Lord will not for- 
get to reward such loving service for 
Him. 

We have not heard from some of you 
for a long time, and we would appreciate 
a letter to let us know if you are still 
interested. Letters from home are an en- 
couragement to us. Greetings in Him

PRAYER 


Psalm 141:2, “Let my prayer be set 
before thee as incense and the lifting up 
of my hands as the evening sacrifice.” 

Rev. 5:8," And when he had taken the 
book, the four beasts and four and twen- 
ty elders fell down before the Lamb, hav- 
ing every one of them harps, and golden 
vials of odours, which are prayers of 
saints.” 

Rev. 8:3-6, “And another angel came 
and stood at the altar having a golden 
censer; and there was given unto him 
much incense, that he should offer it 
with the prayers of all saints upon the 
golden altar which was before tbe throne. 
And smoke of the incense, which came 
with the prayers of the saints, ascended 
up before God out of the angel’s hand. 
And the angel took the censer, and filled 
it with fire of the altar, and cast it into 
the earth: and there were voices, and 
thunderings, and lightnings, and an 
earthquake. And the seven angels which 
had the seven trumpets prepared them- 
selves to sound.”

Prayer is more than mere words. Prayer 
is more than just calling upon God, True 
and sincere prayer is a fine art, a divine 
inspiration from God that inspires us to 
be resigned to the will of God. There is 2 
vast difference in saying a prayer and 
praying a prayer. Those prayers that the 
Spirit takes control of, that are made 
with groanings that can not be under- 
stood, those that the Spirit makes inter- 
cession to God for us are the. prayers that 
carry the divine fragrance and atmos- 
phere of Heaven before the throne and 
God holds the sweetest fragrance that 
can be produced from the human heart. 
Perfume is one delicate and exquisite 
form of matter. It is much finer than 
color. The tints of the rose may be fair 
to the eye and exquisitely shaded but the 
sweetness of the rose lies in its fragrance 
and its exquisite odor is the soul of the 
plant. It must be crushed to produce the 
sweet fragrance and odor. So is the heart 
that is crushed for the want of more of 
the love of God. He hears our most fee- 
ble prayer if it comes from that crushed 
heart. It carries the fragrance and sweet- 
ness that is accepted of God. Praise His 
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sweet holy name!—Evangelist J. B. Mer- 
ritt.

Dear Evangel Readers: 

I want to blend in my note of praise 
along with the many other letters of 
thanks and praises. I feel as if I have 
more to praise my Savior for than most 
any human alive, for God did forgive me 
and take me back under His mighty shel- 
tering wing. Now I again feel free with- 
in the folds of the blessed Church of 
God. 

I thank God deep down in my heart 
that Brother Smith, our state overseer, 
came this way with the power of God 
and truth in his preaching, for it was 
through his preaching that I began to 
study harder and create a desire to have 
God in my life. I have been about a lit- 
tle and have heard some good preaching 
but I don’t believe that I have ever seen 
the real power of God in any man’s ser- 
mon as was demonstrated in those Brother 
Smith preached at West Helena and here. 

Many of you readers remember my 
mother, Sister Tilghman of Hardy, Miss., 
who was a loyal member of the Church 
of God, one who weathered the storms 
and trials of the Church and who died 
in the faith and has gone on to take her 
vacation in heaven. I am her youngest 
son, the one she called Jimmie. I was 
saved and got the full blessing at a won- 
derful, old-time family prayer when I 
was rather young. Mother drilled us in 
the ways of God, and as most young peo- 
ple I rested too heavily upon tender care 
and guidance and when God called her 
away I didn’t have that ready advice, 
that understanding mother to go to, sa 
finally I drifted back into sin. 

God kept dealing with me but I kept 
putting it off and growing deeper and 
deeper in sin, Finally one day while hand- 
ling some carbolic acid I got some in my 
eyes. I washed them and did everything 
I knew to do but they kept burning. 
I was at home alone. I know that some- 
thing had to be done and done quickly, 
and before I hardly knew what was hap- 
pening I was bursting through the house 
to the little closet that dear old mother 
had used for her secret altar. Once there 
I poured out my heart to God and prom- 
ised Him that I would live for Him if 
He would only heal my eyes and not al- 
low the acid to blind them. I had felt the 
call to carry the Word of God but being 
young I felt I could not and so kept it 
to myself, but I promised God that I 
would carry His Word if He would give 
me relief. The terrible burning left al- 
most at once and I was as well as ever 
and my eyes were not even red within a 
few minutes. I began to doubt the 
strength of the acid then and applied 
some of it to a wart and saw it eat down 
into the flesh. That was a wonderful 
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example of God’s healing power, but 


again I failed to hold out. 

Later I got work in Chicago and after 
working a while with the Commonwealth 
Edison Electric Company the nerves of 
my eyes began to fail. | quit work and 
entered the hospital, praying almost every 
breath of my sleepless hours, but the 
heavens seemed brass and those broken 
promises would roll up before me. I lay in 
that hospital six long weeks without a 
pain, other than the needling of my eyes 
which I had to stand without ether or 
gas, just lying still to quite my nerves, 
well as I ever was in my life other than 
my eyes and they were not paining me, 
just gradually weakening down day by 
day. Some days I could not tell so much 
by my vision but the chart on my bed 
showed the gradual wearing away of the 
nerves and all I had to do was consult 
it when I was in doubt as to their condi- 
tion. My prayers went nowhere, I had 
disobeyed God and broken all my vows 
and promises and so upon that bed I gave 
up and now I am satisfied with just be- 
ing back in the arms of Jesus. 

That happened in ’23 and from then 
until I met and heard Brother Smith’s 
sermons I had not felt the call of God. 
I would have welcomed it long ago, 
prayed to have a desire to serve God, and 
had many ministers and friends to plead 
with me to go to the altar, but I felt no 
call and no Spirit so I refused to go. 
When Brother Smith showered down the 
Word of God I didn’t have to be begged 
to go. I felt the power of God all over 
me the first time I heard him preach, 
which was only a month or so ago. 
Brother Smith almost gave his life at this 
place preaching so hard. He suffered 
from a heart attack and had to leave the 
meeting with Sister Mary Wright who 
did some wonderful preaching. The meet- 
ing was wonderful but I want Brother 
Smith to come back when he is able. 

We need prayers and I ask that you 
saints prav for me that I may continue 
in this way and pray for this place. Do 
not ‘discard the thought of this request 
when you lay down the paper but pray 
for us as I asked you to do. I have not 
been a bad backslider but did have some 
habits that were certainly not godly ones 
and I need prayers to overcome them. I 
had common sense enough left not to 
take up the habit of using tobacco or 
liquor in any form so I don’t have that 
to fight and overcome, thank God. 

I would not have joined the church so 
soon had it not been for my wife, for I 
wanted to prove myself and know I 
could live the life before I joined, but 
she took the lead and I followed. She had 
had the blessing about a year and had 
never joined the church and other holi- 
ness movements had been trying to get 
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her to join them, so when she took the 
stand I was so proud to see it until I was 
willing to join and prove myself in the 
folds of the wonderful old Bible Church. 

Pray that I may continue in an ever 
upward walk and ever do God’s will, even 
if I must carry His Word. I feel that the 
loss of sight is my burden for disobed- 
ience which I must carry through life 
and so am not asking prayers for my 
sight but that I may be able to ever con- 
tinue with God, for I_am well enough 
satisfied to be back in the arms of Jesus. 
I am not well in body so you may pray 
for the healing of my body also. God 
bless you is my prayer.—James B. Tilgh- 
man, 1133 Ohio St., Helena, Ark.
